President McKinley, Secretary Root, 
Senator O. H. Platt, chairman of the 
senate committee on relations with Cu- 
ba, and Senator Spooner. The situation 
in Cuba was earnestly considered, and 
when tbe conference broke up no de- 
termination lind been reached. 
It is 


expected that tiie whole matter will bis 
brought before the cabinet todaj'. 


Secretary Hoot has 
been fully ad- 


vispd by Governor General Wood ie- 
gardiug the progress of events in Cuba. 
This information was tlie basis of the 
discussion during tlie conference yes- 
terday. 


The president and his ndrisers must 


determine whether the Plait amend- 
ment has been ''substantially" adopted 
by the couveaiion. This is preliminary 
to the withdrawal of the United States 
authority and forces from the island 
of Cuba. If it should be found that the 
Interpretation of the convention is not 
satisfactory to this government, a dif- 
ficult problem arises, as it scents to be 
the intention of the Cubans to proceed 
to form a government, aufl that must 
be recognized or rejected by tlie presi- 
dent, as he has full power to '3«termine 
whether the act of congress Uas been 
complied with. 


Another problem which has been dis- 


cussed by those interested in Cuban af- 
fairs relates 
to what would follow 


should tbe new Cuban government be 
recognized. The Cuban government, it 
Is asserted, will be for some time with- 
out the machinery to execute Its own 
laws and put iuio operation its owu 
edicts. It is held by some lawyers that 
the moment 1he Cuban government is 
recognized the authority of the United 
States ceases, nricl there is some question 
as to who would be responsible for the- 
preservation of hiw and order, as the 
new government would have uo troops 
and no police force, and would be prac- 
tically powerless should there be any 
opposition to its decrees and orders.

We hope that there 
is a limit to the humiliation she will 
slavishly suffer, both from her oppo- 
nents without and the vassals of those 
opponents -within her borders. It may 
be that we are mistaken in the North 
' Adams spirit. It may be that dignity 
and noble independence have passed 
out of this once proud 
and 
famed 


north country. 


It may be that in the future we are 


to do nothing but cultivate a cring- 
ing knee before those who smile and 
emlle and remain traitor to us still. 


THE MISUNDERSTOOD DECISIONS 


The remarkable thing in connection 


with the supreme court decisions on 
the insular cases is the way in which 
they are misunderstood. We find great 
journals like the New York Herald 
and the Boston Herald unable to grasp 
the decisions, and, in consequence, are 
wofully confusing their readers. The 
point of attack and the source of the 
misunderstanding we refer to seems to 
be the reasoning and position of Jus- 
tice Brown. 
Nothing, to us, seems 


cl-arer than Justice Brown's opinion 
of the majority of the court in the 
most important case of the lot. 


Let us take the opinion of the ma- 


jority of the court in the Downes case; 
This is the opinion in which it is de- 
clared the United States may impose a 
tariff 
on commerce between Porto 


Rico and the United States, holding 
that Porto Rico is not a part of the 
United States as a state is a part of 
It, but that it is territory belonging to 
the United States for which congress 
in its wisdom may legislate. It is c£ 
little or no consequence by what rea- 
soning the several justices holding this 
opinion arrive at this opinion. It is 
enough that a majority agree 
that 


Porto Rico is outside the constitution 
at least so far as to be within that 
clause of the constitution which de- 
clares 
all duties must be uniform 


throughout the United States. The su 
preme court deciding that Porto Rico 
is to this extent outside of the pro- 
visions of tlie constitution, decides, of 
course, that the constitution does not 
follow the flag. The essential thing 
to grasp is that Porto Rico is terri- 
tory belonging to the United States, a 
colony of the United States, if you 
will, for which congress may make 
special laws, laws not such as the con- 
stitution demands for the union. The 
Island belongs to the union, but is not 
a part *of the union in that sense or 
political relationship which demands 
constitutional guarantees or privileges 
•uch as the states composing the union 
•ajoy. As we have said before, this is 
tit decision of the majority of the 
•dpreme court and it does not matter 
•Whether all of the justices composing 
this majority reach this conclusion by 
Identical reasoning. 


As to Justice Brown's position: 


Justice Brown agreed with four mem- 
bers of the court, flvfi making a ma- 
jority, that duties could not be col- 
lected under the Dingley tariff law on 
import 
from 
Porto 
Rico 
into the 


United States, between the time of the 
ratification of the treaty of peace with 
Spain and the passage of the Foraker 
act by the last session of congress, 
which provided for duties on imports 
from Porto Rico. This is the opinion 
of Justice Brown which has caused the 
confusion. 
Justice Brown in holding 


this opinion does not hold that at first 
the constitution followed the flag to 
Porto Bico and that the Foraker act 
brought the constitution back from 
the island again. 
He simply holds 


that, from the beginning, from the 
treaty of peace, Porto Rico waa a Uni- 
t«d State* possession and not foreign 


territory and that the Dingley duties, 
expressly fixed for 
goods 
coming 


from absolutely 
foreign 
territory^ 


could not be Imposed on goods coming 
from Porto Rico. To be clear, the 
Dingley law 
specifically 
applies to 


goods coming from territory under a 
foreign flag and could tiot\ be made tct 
apply to goods coming- from a terri- 
tory under the Ameu an flag. In 
short, Justice Brown holds that^a tar 4 
iff could have been imposed constitu- 
tionally upon goods from Porto Rico 
from the moment the island came 
<nto our possession, but that there was 
no law under which they could be 
collected, the tariff law of the United 
States not at all fitting the case. Why 
this bit of vary clear reasoning is not 
generally 
understood 
is 
something 


that is beyond our understanding. 
Justice Brown is perfectly consistent. 
He holds that Porto Rico was outside 
of the constitution from the beginning, 
that a tariff on Porto Riao gotods is 
constitutional, that the T\iugley tariff 
law did not apply to the island, when 
it ceased to be a possession of Spain 
and that when a tariff law was sp«ci- 
fically made for the island that it was 
constitutional and could be imposed. 
Nothing could be clearer or more con- 
sistent than this reasoning. 


The future of Porto Rico and tot all 


our island possessions seems to trouble 
a great many minds. Many seem to 
think that the islands are at the 
caprice of congress and not bound to 
receive any of the guarantees of the 
constitution. This is a great error and 
must come from a most imperfect un- 
derstanding of the constitution. 
Let 


us impress it upon ourselves that the 
constitution expressly 
and 
without 


qualification prohibits the passage of 
laws aR'-l the doing of acts that would 
endanger the fundamental rights and 
privileges of society, and that in the 
powers it confers upon congress noth- 
ing is to De round that can be con- 
strued in a manner to work injury to 
any people for whom it may legislate. 
All of the constitution is over congress 
if all of it is not over Porto Rico and 
the Philippines and if all this were 
not so the people of the United States 
are to be reckoned with. It is incon- 
ceivable that a people so sensitive to 
the acts of their government as the 
people of the United States are would 
permit their legislature to be unjust 
to a people brought under their fos- 
tering care. 


Our new possessions are In the posi- 


tion that best suits them, a position 
which does- not impose upon them bur 
dens and Responsibilities for which 
they are not fitted yet offers them un-> 
limited room for progress and develop- 
ment.

A few years ago the city secured, at 
great expense, the land adjoining tha' 
state property, with the express pur- 
pose, as was then stated, of making 
a public garden or park, for the pleas- 
ure and comfort of all citizens, but 
rec<=nt developments show that they 
fire to bo disappointed in their long 
cherished expectations. Still it is per- 
haps not to be wondered at, as thii 
feeling has been growing for some 
time that almost anything would be 
more picturesque than a city dumping 
grour^. Consequently work is now go 
ing on to make a ball ground for the 
convenience of the boys, which may 
be an improvement upon the %ae to 
which it has been put for the past two 
years. It appears that the changes 
necessary to make a ball ground is 
just what should not be done to make 
it desirable as a park, especially the 
sacrificing of valuable trees is a cal- 
amity that will take more than thirty 
years to overcome; up to the present 
time hopes had been entertained that 
enough would bo done this spring to 
enable the citizens to 
enjoy these 


grounds this season ,but judging from 
the present outlook another generation 
will have to pass before anything in 
done to make it available to be used for 
the comfort and pleasure of the whole 
population. 


The changes now being 
made to 


these grounds make it still less de-i 
sirable as a park; besides the expense 
necessary to make it convenient for 
baseball would have been sufficient to 
put the whole grounds into quite good 
condition to be enjoyed as a breathing 
place for all.

A TAXPAYER. 


SUFFOCATION WAS FATAL 


Henry Tuttle Died at Hospital. Proba- 


bly Started Fire Himself 


Henry L. Tuttle, -who was suffocated 


at the time of a fire at his house on 
Frederick street Wednesday morning, 
as reported in this paper, died at the 
hospital at 5.30 in the afternoon, with- 
out having regained consciousness. 


As will be recalled, when the fire- 


men arrived there was a lively fire in 
the cellar and the house was so full of 
smoke that no One could enter. After 
a large amount of water had been turn 
ed on it waa subdued, and the 
next 


thing in order was to find Mr. Tuttle, 
who was said to be in the house. A 
thorough search of the rooms failed to 
reveal him and some of the 
firemen 


then went to the cellar, where- one of 
them in looking for him in the smoke 
which filled the cellar tripped over his- 
body. He was removed in an uncon- 
scious condition and taken to the hos- 
pital, where death ensued. 


An examination of the house by 


Chief Byars led to the suspicion that 
something was wrong. The*, fire in tha 
celJar appeared to have started in a 
pile of kindling wood, on which was 
found an empty oil can. In addition 
to I'-'s it was discovered that there 
haa besn a f.re in one of the bedrooms 
in sic second story, and as nothing 
•was buirea between this room and the 
cellar it Indicated that 'one or both of 
the fires had been intentionally set. 


After the death of Mr. Tuttle Medi- 


cal Examiner Brown irv:,-<tigated the 
case carefully, feeling that it might 
have heen a cste of suicide. He learn- 
ed that a family who had lately been 
living in the house, and with whom 
Sir. Tuttle boarded, had moved away 
recently, and that Mr. Tuttle had been 
hying to get another family to take 
tl'eir place, and had been disappointed 
a family having agreed to move in, 
and later deciding not to. The Medi- 
calExarniner after learning the facts 
came to the conclusion that the old 
man in a fit of despondency fired the 
house, but whether he 
intended to 


burn with it or was unable to escape 
can not be known. It was a sad case 
in any event. 


Mr. Tuttle was born nearly 81 years 


ago at Goshen, Conn., and spent his 
early life in that region and Spring- 
field, coming to North Adams in I860 
and living here since that time. In his 
active days he was a gardener, but 
for 10 or a dozen years past he had 
done little work, owing to age and de- 
bility, aside from taking care pf his 
home. He was a well known resident 
and \vas respected as an honest and 
industrious man and a good citizen. 
As has before been stated, he was 
quite famous locally as a 
weather 


prophet, and in that capacity he was 
quoted by people and press morp than 
any other man in the region. He wns 
fond of discussing the phases of the 
weather, and the signs on which he 
based his predictions, and it was very 
interesting to hear 
him talk about 


these things. The news of his tragic 
death was received with regret by all 
who knew him. 


Mr. Tuttle's wife died a year ago 


today, and he loaves no near relatives. 
Miss Harriet Hathaway, a niece of his 
wifo, had made her home with them 
for aonie years, and was living with 
Mr. Tuttle at the time of his death. 
Hlic- \vns awoy from home at the time 
of the fire, and there was no one in 
thr houso but him. 


The tuneral was held this afternoon 


at 2 o'clock at tho hsme of R. P. 
Cakes, 157 North street, and waa pri- 


vate. The buriai was at Stamford, 
Vt. beside the grave Of his wife. The 
services were conducted by Rev. H. B. 
Foskett .of WilUamstown.

Europe and the United States can only 
be maintained by the making of con- 
cessions on the part of our coantry. I 
believe these concessions can be made 
•without interfering to any great de- 
gree with the industries of America."

the British public a lot o'f concern, but 
the average steamship man will not be- 
lieve that the situation !s as dangerous 
as many arer it Is.

THE SOUTH AFRICAN WAR. 


British Losses nnd Boer Prisoners' 


Death Rate During- April. 


The British losses in South Africa 


during the month of April were fully 
up to the average of the previous 
months, says the New York Sun. Twen- 
ty-four officers and 480 men were killed 
in fighting, by accident, of wounds and 
disease; 3 officers and 93 men were 
missing and 370 of all ranks wounded. 
The total dropped out of the fighting 
ranks for the month was S77, all told. 
Besides these, 25 officers and 2,228 men 
•were sent home Invalided. No estimate 
could be formed of the Boer losses in 
fighting, but there were collected in the 
concentration camps in Natal and the 
Orange River Colony 2,814 men, 5,621 
women and 11,245 children. 
These 


•were dying, the men at the rate of 173, 
the women at 170 and the children at 
the rate of 200 per thousand per an- 
num. No figures or details were given 
of the numbers or condition of those in 
tho Transvaal camps, but the appeals 
by private individuals on their behalf 
describe it as something deplorable. 
The normal death rate among the 
Boers previous to the-war was from 
16 to 20 per thousand annually.

"In the latter part of April or the be- 


ginning of MJ#, 18C2, when I was the 
general ia charge of the siP£? of York- 
town and ''ommauded my r.^vn divi- 
sion in HeJuti'-leman's eorrw, i prepared 
one morning to make a reeoniioissance 
from a captive oalloon wbki; was near 
my headquarters under the control of 
Professor Lowe. The seigtLst whose 
duty it was to take care of the balloon 
had been, removed, and his men were 
very much enraged, because he was 
very popular with them, and out of 
spite they applied acid to the ropes 
•which coaneeteu the basket with stakes 
driven. Into tiie earth. 


"The basket was just large enough 


for three people to sit down in. It gen- t 
ernlly rested upon the ground to en- 
able those who wished to ascend to en- 
ter with convenience, when the' ropes 
were paid out hand over hand by the 
men below. The ropes which joined the 
basket to the bottom of the balloon 
were about 15 feet long. The main 
body of the ballooJ was from 25 to 30 
feet in height, so that when the basket 
was on the ground and the balloon was 
inflated its uppermost point stood from 
40 to 45 feet above the level of the 
ground. 


"On this eventful morning the pro- 


fessor didn't appear, so I concluded to 
make a reconnoissance on my own ac- 
count 
When the balloon was about 


50 feet from the ground, the rope 
broke, and the balloon shot up in the 
air with tremendous velocity. 
Of 


course I was very much frightened, 
and, knowing nothing about the man- 
agement of a balloon, I called out to 
those below to tell me what to do. 
They told me to pull on the valve rope. 
I looked for it and saw a short rope 
dangling far out of my reach. It was 
the valve rope. 1 wondered how I was 
going to reach it and saw that my only 
chance was to climb one of the ropes 
connecting the basket with the bottom 
of the balloon. To think was to act. 1 
stepped on the edge of the basket and, 
grasping a rope and winding my legs 
around it, made my way up until 1' 
managed to grasp the valve rope be- 
tween my teeth. 
I immediately de- 


scended and opened the valve. 1 smell- 
ed the gas as it rushed from the bal- i 
loon and knew tBat I had tire means 
of ascending or descending at pleasure 
and that the balloon was in a measure 
under my control. My confidence was 
immediately restored, and, taking my 
fieldglass in my hand, 1 prepared to 
learn all that I could about the ene-" 
my's position. 


"As I looked down I saw with horror 


that I was suspended immediately over 
their works and being carried farthei 
every moment into their territory. Fif- 
ty miles away 1 could see Richmond, 
while nearer me, only about 30 miles 
away, were Norfolk and Fortress Mon- 
roe. I was so high that horses looked 
like ants and men were invisible. The 
long lines of fortifications were mere 
streaks. I promptly pulled the valve 
open in order to descend to the current 
blowing toward the ocean. This I did 
successfully and was soon hanging 
over territory occupied by our troops. 
I prepared to descend and opened the 
valve wide. 
The balloon descended 


very rapidly, and in spite of my ut- 
most cai« it. fell upon a tent, -which it 
entirely demolished, burying rno be- 
neath the heavy folds of silk and sti- 
fling me with the remaining gas. 1 
was picked up senseless, but soon re- 
vived. I fotiod myself among the- P^x- 
ter zouaves of New York city, sta- 
tioned about three a lies from my quar- 
ters. Tbi. raen called me 'Professor* 
and told me 1 was In the camp of Gen 
eral Burns. I want?:1 *o know if be 
would give me a horse. When I was 
taken before him, he eatd. '1 was just 
thinking of arresting you for coming to 
my camp without orders.' 1 said, 'A 
kingdom for a horse.' He kindly let 
mo have one, and as I rode along 1 
passed General MeClellan's headquar- 
ters. As I entered to report I met an 
officer coming out who told me the of- 
ficers had heard of my escapade ami 
that he was about to send people in 
search of roe or of ray remains. 1 went 
into the genercl's quarters. He said. 
'I was just tninking whom I shynlti put 
in your place.' 'Gacd'oyf I replied."

Many of Them Pound Among tha 


Peasant* of Styrla and the Tyrol. 
White aisenie is the form in which ar- 


senic is eaten by the peasants of Styria 
ainl tho Tyrol. Professor Schailgi-uebei 
of Graetz was tbe first !o call attention to 
this practice, in a report which he made 
in lS£i to the Auoulim torerament on 
the f-ause of the numerous deaths from 
arsenic pokoning in those districts. He 
found that arssnie wa<j kept in most ot 
the houses ia upp<-r Styria under the 
name of "hydrach," evidently a corrup- 
tion of "Huttenreuch," or furnace smoke. 
His statements were subsequently con- 
firmed from, personal observation by a 
Dr. McClagaii of Edinburgh, but foi 
many years afterward the arsenic eaters 
were generally disbelieved in, and it was 
not till 1860 th*t C. Heisch pubUshed 
convincing evidence. 


Arsenic is principally eaten by hunters 


and woodcutters with the object of ward- 
ing off fatigue and improving their stay- 
ing powers. Owing to the fact that the 
sale of arsenic is illegal in Austria with- 
out a doctor's certificate it is difficult to 
obtain definite information of a habit 
which is kept as secret as possible. Ac- 
cording to a Dr. Lorenzo in that district 
tho arsenic is taken fasting, usually in a 
tup of coff*, the first dose being minute, 
bat increased d,ay by day until' it some- 
times amounts to the enormous dose of 
12 or 15 grains. He found that the ar- 
senic eaters were usually long lived, 
though liable to sudden death. 
They 


have a very fresh, youthful appearance 
and are seldom attacked by infectious dis- 
eases. 
After the first dose the usual 


symptoms of slight arsenic poisoning are 
evident, but these soon disappear on con- 
tinuing the treatment. 


In the arsenic factories in Salzburg it 


is stated tfcat workmen who are not ar- 
senic eaters soon succumb to the funus. 
The manager of one of thesa works in- 
formed Mr. Heisch, that he had -been 
medically advised to eat arsenic before 
talcing up his position. 
He.j<eonsidered 


that no one should begin the'pTactice be- 
fore 12 years old nor after 30 aad that in 
any case after 50 years of age,the daily 
dose should be gradually reduced, since 
otherwise sudden death would ensue. If 
a confirmed arsenic eater suddenly at- 
tempts to do altogether without the drugr, 
he immediately succumbs to the effects of 
arsenic poisoning. The only way to ob- 
viate this is gradually t« acclimatsee the 
system by reducing the dose from day to 
day. As further evidence of the cumula- 
tive properties of arsenic, it'is interesting 
to note that when, tbe graveyards in up- 
per Styria are opened The bodies of the 
arsenic eaters can be distinguished by 
their almost perfect state of preservation, 
due to the gradually accumulated areeoic.

In the "short and simple annals of the 


poor" in Naples there is no getting up 
and lighting the fire to cook the family 
breakfast. The wayfarer arriving on an 
«arly train or the reveler retnrning from 
gome say ball at dawn sees the first 
movement of the iinmense wheel of hu- 
man appetite in the shape of a dismal 
looking creature muffled in a ragged over- 
coat and shuffling sluggishly from door 
to door af the opening bassi, or ground 
floor shops and tenements. He carries a 
long handled iron pan half filled with 
eraoldering charcoal, whereon simmers a 
quaint copper pot full of a mixture that 
purport* to be coffee. 
This compound, 


which he duly administers to his clientele. 
is the Eober Neapolitan "eye opener." 
iWcll sweetened and well warmed, it 
costs only 1 cent and is the beverage of 
the early risers; of hackmen returning 
from the night's chill station; of watch- 
men making their last weary rounds; of

Ventilation.

Impressive Observance in 
This City Under Direction 


of G. D. Sanford Post 


SCHOOLS TOOK PROMINENT PAST 


Decoration o! Graves With Address by 


School Committeeman at Hillside, 


and School Program in flfemo- 


rial Hal! in Afternoon 


The observance of Memorial day of 


1901 
in North Adams was, aside from 


the disagreeable features nresented by 
the -weather, thoroughly 
pleasing 
to 


the veterans about whom it centered. 
There was in the spirit of the exercises 
which marked the observance a heartv 
sincere feeling that made them doubly 
impressive and whose manifestation 
was gratifying to the members of C. 
D. Sanford cost. 


The observance followed quite close- 


ly the lines of last year's, with the dec 
oration of graves and ceremonies at 
the cemetery in the morning and ex- 
ercises in Grand Army hall in the after 
noon. This latter gathernpc was large- 
ly in the hands of the school children, 
and illustrated the point made by the 
speakers of the day, that the nreser- 
vation of the real spirit of the day de- 
pended on the training- of the chiicl- 
dren through the schools. 


Threatening weather could not in- 


terfere to any great extent with the 
number of those who feathered for the 
morning observance at Hillside and in 
the afternoon the hall was crowded to 
overflowing-, being- taxed to its utmost 
capacity 
even to the 
outer 
doors, 


Rarely has a Memorial 
day 
service 


brought out such an audience and 
rarely has a Memorial day audience 
been better i/leased. 
• 


At Blackinton also the services of the 
morning were impressive and of un- 
usual interest and altogether, the vet- 
erans of North Adams have reason to 
look back on this Memorial day with 
feelings of complete satisfaction. 


The day saw less in the way of ath- 


letics than is usual, the proposed races 
of the driving club having been given 
up in response to the request of the 
members of Sanford post, and aside 
from the doings of the veterans "it was 
a very quiet day. 


A noticeable feature 
of the obser- 


vance was the large number of flowers 
at Hillside. The cemetery 
presented 


a better appearance than it has ever 
done before, owing to the increasing at 
tention to this that is being taken by 
owners of lots, and flowers on 
the 


graves of private citizens as well as 
veterans were unusually numerous and 
handsome. It was in reality Decora- 
tion day as well as Memorial day. 


The Momlojr Exercises 


The members of Sanford. post and 


of the other organizations which par- 
ticipated were prompt in arriving at 
monument square, where the parade 
was formed. Th«rei was the usual 
decoration of the soldiers' monument, 
during which appropriate airs were 
played by the City band, after which 
the line of march through Main and 
"West Main streets was beg^m.
